Presidential Secretary Joseph 
Short, in a formal statement au- 
thorized by President Truman at 
Washington, declared: 

“No matter how much the 
union members may object to 
what their leaders have done, 
they cannot be justified in pre- 
venting the flow of food and 
fuel for our people and sup- 
plies for our soldiers.” 

The statement pointed out that 
heads of the railroad trainmen, 
conductors, firemen and engineers 
unions signed a working agree- 
ment with the carriers last Dec.

Residents of 
the city learned of the impend- 
ing lack of water and some hur- 
riedly filled bathtubs. 

Bonfires were built near the 
exposed pipes, 500 feet in length, 
but ice remained. Residents of 
the city were urged to conserve 
‘water yesterday and Fire Chief 
Earl Bricker warned that fire- 
men would be helpless in the 
event of fire. Last night the 
temperature in St. Charles 
dropped to 10 degrees below 
zero, coldest since 1936.

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Feb. 2 (AP) 
—Concussion from another atomic 
blast some 75 miles away hit Las 
Vegas today with the force of an 
earthquake, 

It shattered a glass window in| 
a downtown department store and | 
brought a flood.of calls from 
alarmed citizens to police. 

One observ-r on a downtown 
street said: “Windows in the big 
stores bulged in and out like bal- 
loons. I thought they were all 
going to go.’ 

It was the first damage re- 
ported here in the series of 
shocks. 

In one of the gambling clubs, 
about 75 players stopped their, 
games for a minute or two and 
then resumed. In previous tests 
the wheels went right on spin- 
ning. 

Flash Seen 400 Miles Away. 

The fourth atomic flash in less 
than a week lit up the pre-dawn 
sky with noontime brilliance and 
was visible in a radius of more 
than 400 miles throughout the 
West. It was reported seen as 
far away as the San Francisco 
bay area. 

Brilliance of the light and the 
force of the explosion, which 
rocked downtown buildings, 
touched off new speculation about 
what the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion is testing at its big new 
range in the desolate desert north- 
west of here. 

The AEC, as customary, con- 
fined itself to confirming that a 
test had taken place. 

Most witnesses agreed that to- 
day’s concussion came in three 
waves—a small one, then two 
with stiff, jolting punches. Both 
the flash and the concussion today 
seemed to last longer than in the 
previous tests. 

It took the concussion six min- 
utes to reach here, after a brilliant 
orange-yellow flash lit the skies. 

Top Brass Views Blast. 

Since Saturday, the Govern- 
ment has been testing atomic 

eapons of undisclosed nature at

SNOW IN:ROCHESTER 
IS TESTED, PROVES 
TO BE RADIOACTIVE 


ROCHESTER, N.Y., Feb. 2 (UP) 
—Dr. Henry a. Blair, head of the 
atomic energy project at the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, said today 
that tests showed -‘adioactive ma- 
terials in snow which has fallen 
here since the berinning of atomic 
tests near Las Vegas, Nev. 

He said that there was “no 
danger whatsoever to either ani- 
mals or human beings” in the 
radioactive snow. 

“The amount c* the radioactive 
material is so minute that it 
doesn’t need to be controlled,” 
Dr. Blair said. 

He pointed out that radio- 
activity “decays” rapidly and that 

the amount deposited here would 

*issipate soon. 

Dr. Blair said his staff had 
been investigating the radio-active 
snow from “control stations” in 
Rochester. Airplanes are being 
used in the research work. 

“There has been absolutely no 
change in the atmosphere here,” 
he continued. “The radioactivity 
probably would, have gone un- 
noticed except for the fact that 
snow and rain carried it down 
from the upper atmosphere.” 

Dr. Blair said the radioactivity 
was discovered by use of ‘“‘modern 

instruments. similar to a Geiger 
counter.” He declined to say 
exactly what day it was dis- 
covered with the explanation that

Rubey M. Hulen, who on Nov. 9 
had ordered Mrs. Sentner dis- 
charged and the $2000 bail bond 
which she had posted canceled. 

United States Attorney Drake 
Watson, who filed the dismissal 
motion, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he acted upon instructions 
from the Justice Department in 
Washington. 

Watson said he nderstood 
today’s action terminated the 
Government’s case, under the 
Subversive Activities Control Act, 
against Mrs. Sentner, an alien and 
former member of the Communist 
party whose labor-leader husband 
is an avowed Communist. 

Mrs. Sentner, however, is still 
under $2000 bond awaiting out- 
come of deportation proceedings 
instituted against her by the 
United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service in 1949. 
C. A. Ramsey, head of the immi- 
gration office here, said the time 
of the deportation hearing had 
not been set. 

Judge Hulen, in ordering Mrs. 
Sentner released on a writ of 
habeas corpus, said there had 
been no showing by the Govern- 
ment that her freedom would jeo- 
pardize the country’s security. He 
ruled, however, that the $2000 
bond posted in connection with 
the deportation proceedings could 
remain in effect.

It is my firm conviction that 
we should pay for these expend- 
itures as we go. A_ balanced 
budget now is just as important a 
mobilization measure as larger 
armed forces, allocations of basic 
materials, and controls over prices 
and wages. 

This is true for three main 
reasons: 

First, we should pay as we g0 
because that is the way to keep 
the Government’s finances on a 
sound footing. 


We are now strengthening our 
national security, in order to in- 
crease our ability to meet what- 
ever situation may arise in the fu- 
ture. Our Government financial 
policies, like every other part of 
our national effort, must be de- 
signed to leave us stronger, not 
weaker, as the years go by. If in 
this period we pay for our neces- 
sary expenditures as we go along, 
rather than adding to the public 
debt, we will obviously be better 
prepared to meet our future 
needs whatever they may be. 

Question of How Much to Tax. 

There is a question as to how 
high we can push taxes without 
having serious effects upon the 
productive growth of our econ- 
omy. But I am sure that we could 
increase federal revenues by con- 
siderably more than enough to 
cover the expenditures now an- 
ticipated without reaching those 
limits. During recent years we 
have taxed ourselves at high 
levels—and during those years 
our economy has bounded for- 
ward: Incomes have risen rapidly, 
new plants and industries have 
sprung up, and the standard of 
living of our people has_ in- 
creased steadily. The growth in 
the strength of our economy that 
has occurred under these tax 
rates gives us confidence that we 


can safely pay the estimated ex-. 
penditures for the next fiscal | 


year out of taxes. 


Second, we should pay for de- | 
fense as we go because that is 


the way to distribute the cost 
of defense fairly. 
We cannot escape paying the 


real cost of defense now —the 


cost in materials and days of work 


that are devoted to defense pur-. 
Whatever we do about | 
taxes, the amount of goods avail- 


poses. 


able for consumers to buy is only 
going to be what is left over after 
defense needs are met. 

We could try to escape the fi- 
nancial cost of defense by bor- 
rowing—but that would only 
transfer the financial problem to 
our children, and would increase 
the danger of inflation with its 
grossly unfair distribution of the 
burden. 

The sensible and honest thing 
to do now is to tax ourselves 
enough, as we go along, to pay 
the financial costs of defense 
out of our current income. 

Our federal tax system can 
spread the cost of defense fairly 
among our people. There are 
many weys in which the fairness 
of the present tax system can and 
should be improved, but on the 
whole we have a good system. It 
recognizes differences in incomes 
and in family obligations. It pro- 
tects incentives for initiative and 
effort. It takes account of the 
special needs of new undertakings 
and the expansion of existing 
businesses. 

I am convinced, after studying 
the matter thoroughly, that the 
people of our country—and I am 
- thinking primarily of the average 
family of modest income—will all 
be better off if everybody pays 
his fair share of the financial 
costs of defense in taxes now. If 
we don’t do that, we will only 
be putting off the evil day, and 
making matters worse for our- 
selves in the future. 

Third, we should pay as we 
go to help prevent inflation. 

If we do not tax ourselves 
. enough to pay for defense ex- 
penditures, the Government will 
be spending more than it takes in, 
and the extra money it spends 
will add to total purchasing power 
and inflationary pressures. 

Inflationary pressures will be 
strong, of course, even with the 
budget balanced. Military pro- 
duction results in wage payments, 
and buying of materials, long be- 
fore the goods are produced and 
paid for by the Government. Busi- 
ness men who build new plants 
spend money well in advance of 
producing any goods for the Gov- 
ernment or consumers to buy. 
Furthermore, consumers have ac- 
cumulated large amounts of cash 
~-and other liquid assets which they 
are free to spend if they so 
choose.

For these reasons, the case for a 
Ppay-as-we-go tax program is con- 
clusive at the present time, and | 
urge the Congress to continue 
to keep that goal before it. 

Urges Two-Part Program. 

I believe that the wisest and 
most practical approach to this 
goal is to enact the tax program 
we need this year in two parts

| Government expenditures will 
be increasing very rapidly during 
the next few months. We will 
have to act fast if our revenues 
are to keep pace with rising ex- 
| penditures. 

I recommend that as rapidly 
as possible the Congress enact 
revenue legislation to yield ad- 
ditional taxes of at least 10 bil- 
lion dollars annually, and later 
in the year enact the remain- 
ing amounts needed to keep us 
on a pay-as-we-go basis.

| and to consider the several serious 
| questions that will need to be re- 
solved before all parts of this 
year’s tax program are enacted. 

For example, we will have bet- 
ter information on exactly how 
much we shall need to balance 
the budget. As I explained in the 
budget message, our estimates of 
military expenditures are still 
tentative. In _ particular, the 
amount we sperd for military 
equipment will depend on how 
fast the production ilines are 
geared up and the equipment is 
actually turned out. If our mili- 
tary production program can be 
got under way faster—as we hope 
it can—expenditures will, of 
/course. be larger than the budget 
estimates. 

Moreover, the Congress has 
not yet had an opportunity to 
act on the budget. I believe the 
Congress will find that the 

budget is sound, and provides 
only for the essential: needs of 
our nation in this time of world 
crisis. Nevertheless, the appro- 
priations actually enacted by the 
Congress will, of course, con- 
trel the actual expenditures. 
Furthermore, the economic de- 
'velopments of the months ahead 
—the impact of the defense ef- 
‘fort and of tighter controls on 
‘prices and wages and profits— 
‘should be considered before the 
balance of our tax program or 
the coming fiscal year is com- 
pleted. 

These uncertainties, however, 
do not affect our obvious need 
for much larger taxes—and our 
need for the bulk of them very 
soon. [ am therefore trafs- 
mitting, for the consideration 
of the Congress at this time, 
my recommendations as to the 
best way to raise at least 10 
billion dollars now. 

I know the Congress _ will 
want to consider these problems 
very carefully, and to review my 
recommendations in the light of 
their own independent analysis. 
The Secretary of the Treasury is 
prepared to discuss these matters 
in detail with the committees of 
Congress. 

I believe we should meet our 
immediate objective by increasing 
existing taxes. The present fed- 
eral tax structure, while marred 
by imperfections, contains the 
mast equitable types of taxes we 
have been able to devise. Under 
these taxes, our economy has 
demonstrated a surge in produc- 
tive power to increasingly higher 
levels. 

I recommend an immediate 
increase in personal income 

taxes to bring in four billion 
dollars in additional revenue. 

The personal income tax is the 
mainstay of our federal tax sys- 
tem. It should be the major 
source of the additional revenue 
we need. 

This is true because it is the 
personal income tax that allows 
us the greatest opportunity to be 
fair. It is the personal income 
tax above all else which takes 
account of differences in ability 
to pay—both differences in in- 
come and differences in family 
obligations. It allows an exemp- 
tion of $600 per person, and de- 
ductions for charitable contribu- 
tions, extraordinary medical ex- 
penses, and other expenses as 
provided by law. Under present 
law, a single person earning a 
net income of $3000 a year pays 
a tax of about 16 per cent of his 
income, or $488, while a married 
person with two dependents and 
earning the same net income pays 
a four per cent tax, or $120. The 
average rate of tax reaches 50 
per cent at about the $45,000 dol- 
lar income level for a single per- 
son and the $90,000 income level 
for a family of four.

Some Loopholes Cited. 

I have previously called atten- 
tion to the gross under-taxation 
of the oil and mining industries, 
to the broad loopholes in the es- 
tate and gift taxes, and to the 


undue _ preferential treatment 
granted to capital gains in com- 
parison with ordinary income. I 
urge the Congress to examine 
these provisions of the law very 
carefully, together with those re- 
lating to life insurance companies 
and to holders of securities now 
exempt from income taxes, and 
to review the tax status of organi- 
zations now exempt under pres- 
ent law. I do not believe any of 
us, in good conscience, can take 
action to increase taxes on the 
man, with a wife and two children,

In addition to the changes in 
the law that are needed te close 
loopholes, we shall continue to 
improve our enforcement efforts 
to make sure that the taxes which 
are due under present laws are 
actually paid. 

The tax program I am pro- 
posing will require higher rates 
in some cases than those paid 
during the last war. I believe 
our people understand that if 
we hed paid higher taxes then 
we would be better off today. I 
believe our people are ready 
and willing to pay the taxes 
needed to cover essential Gov- 
ernment expenditures in this 
time of danger.

There were indications that the 
Pentagon does not want to dis- 
close with any exactness the prob- 
able United States contribution 
to the Western European defense 
army. 

Eisenhower was quoted by Sen- 
ators who heard him in a closed 
session yesterday as fixing his 
sights on a 40-division land force 
by the end of next year to help 
guard Europe against possible 
Communist attack.

Measures Offered Board 
Bear OK of Mayor's 
Group— Other Traffic 
Proposals.

Additional restrictions on down- 
town parking were provided in a 
series of bills recommended by 
the Mayor’s Traffic Committee, 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today by Alderman Everett 
Tylor, chairman of the alderman- 
ic traffic committee. 

Other traffic regulation bills, 
urged by the Mayor’s committee, 
included a measure to make the 
hours for westbound traffic on 
Chestnut street-Lawton boulevard 
from 3 p.m. to 1 a.m. Present 
hours for westbound traffic on 
this thoroughfare are 3to 7 p.m. 

Parking would be prohibited 
on both sides of Pine street from 
Fourth to Thirteenth streets from 
7 a.m. to 6 p.m. and limited to 
one hour from Thirteenth to Jef- 
ferson avenue, except for the 
south side of Pine between Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-first § streets. 
This block ts covered by an ex- 
isting ordinance, it was explained.

ISE up, grandpa, the idea 
is to win, and if you don't, 
the referee is a bum at 
best. 

It is not proposed that a 
coach must submit without pro- 
test, no matter how sorely his 
team may suffer at the hands 
of an official who is incom-' 
petent, unfair or dishonest. But 
there are rules of etiquette 
which common decency pre- 
scribes. 

In inter-collegiate sport, 
there are proper authorities to 
receive reports, made in proper 
form, on unsatisfactory work 
by officials. And when there 
is evidence of dishonesty, the 
place for complaints is the dis- 
trict attorney’s office. 

Unsupported charges shouted 
in public at the top of the 
voice, dignify neither the ac- 
cuser nor his accusations, nor 
the sport, nor the institution 
he represents. 

Clair Bee’s how] that a ref- 
eree named W. H. Kisner made 
a “very deliberate attempt to 
see that my boys did not win 
this game,” was indefensible on 
the ground of taste. From this 
distance, it does not seem to 
be stoutly reinforced on the 
ground of accuracy. 

For one thing, 19 personal 
fouls were called against Long 
Island and 24 against Arizona.

It is easy to believe. It is a 
rare basketball game when one 
deesn’t hear adherents of both 
sides shrieking identical com- 
plaints that the other fellow is 
getting all the better of the de- 
cisions. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the 
basketball referees’ decisions 
are questions of personal judg- 
ment, and snap judgment at 
that. It is not to be expected 
that the judgment of an im- 
partial official and a biased 
coach should coincide on the ‘ 
50 borderline cases which come 
up for decision in a game. 

In the circumstances, it is 
understandable that the coachly 
prethren sometimes get exer- 
cised to the point of purblind- 
ness. One recalls a diverting 
evening in Philadelphia some 
years back when Bee threw 
pennies at the referee and 
Coach Billy Ferguson of St. 
Joseph's College kicked the 
water bucket across the floor, 
both enraged by the decisions 
of a sterling old gent named 
Lou Sugarman.

Dulles Invites Japan to Join Pact 
For Collective Defense Based on 
U.S. Power After Peace Treaty 


Ambassador-at-Large Says Nation Can De- 
cide for Itself, but Warns of Communist: 


Aggression—Asserts It Will Have to Be 
Responsible for Its Internal Security. 


TOKYO, Feb. 2 (AP)—The United States today invited Japan 
to join a collective defense agreement based on American power 


after a peace treaty is signed. 


Ambassador-at-Large John Fos- 
ter Dulles, here for discussions of 
the pending peace treaty, made 
the uorfer in a speech before the 
America - Japan Society. Top 
government and business leaders 
were among several hundred per- 
sons present. 


Dulles said Japan could decide 
for itself, but he warned it must 
choose between joining the Unit- 
ed States or inviting Communist 
aggression. He asserted the Unit- 
ed States is prepared to combine 
its ‘“‘deterrent power” with that 
of other western nations, under 
the United Nations Charter, ‘‘so 
that the deterrent power which 
protects us also will protect 
others.” 

Dulles said Japan will have to 
be responsible for its internal se- 
curity once a peace treaty is 
signed, but that the United States 
is willing to station troops in the 
country as a hindrance to outside 
aggression. 

His statement was in effect the 


first official proposal to continue | 
the present actual defense pre-. 
the | 


cautions for Japan after 
treaty. 
Partial Text. 

A partial text of his address 
follows: 

Irresponsible militarism has not 
yet been driven from the world. 
That clearly exposed fact carries 
a grave warning to us all. But) 
it is not a warning which calls for | 


panic or for a fatalistic assump- | 


tion that general war is bound | as United Nations units. 


to come. 

The United States, I can assure 
you, is proceeding on the as- 
sumption that general war is 
avoidable. But also we assume 
that peace will not be gained 
merely by wishing for it. History 
has taught that, time after time, 
but the lesson seems never to be 
learned. The reality is that to win 
peace requires vigorous, sus- 
tained and well-directed efforts 
which compare, in magnitude and 
sacrificial quality, with the efforts 
required to win a war. 

The United States and others 
are now making such efforts. I 
think we are making them in 
time, and because of that I can 
bring you a message of hope, not 
of despair. 

“Probability of Security.” 

No one can, of course, forsee 
surely what others may do. But 
it is possible to see how to gain 
a probability of security. It can 
come if. the nations follow inter- 
nationally the simple and tested 
rules of conduct which, in a do- 
mestic community, give individ- 
uals a probability of security. 

Most of the postwar interna- 
tional robberies that have oc- 
curred have been because nations 
failed to take internal precau- 
tions, such as are the personal 
responsibility of the householder 
himself. Nations have given op- 

ortunities within their own 

omeland to those who were the 


tain in their homeland a protec- 
tion corresponding to that of a' 
householder who keeps his valu- 
ables under lock and key, so that 
they cannot be stolen except by 
a breaking in with violence. Any | 
people who avoid that precaution | 
are guilty of contributory negli- | 
gence and receive and deserve 
little sympathy. 

When we turn from the dan- 
gers of “indirect” aggression to 
those of direct aggression—that 
‘is, armed attack in force from | 
|without—a different type of pro- | 
‘tection must be found, because | 
while individual nations can sin- 
gly cope with “indirect” aggres- | 
sion, few nations can cope with 
full-scale armed attack by a pow- 
erful aggressor. As against that, 
the individual nation, like the 
individual householder, needs a 
collective security arrangement. 


U.N. as Peace Agency. 

The United Nations was formed 
for that purpose and its first 
stated purpose is “to take effec- | 
tive collective measures for the 
prevention ... of threats to the 
peace.” The Security Council | 
was given the duty to create an 
international force to deter ag- 
gression. However, this has been 
| prevented by the Soviet Union,

would sympathetically consider 
the retention of United States 
armed forces in and about Japan, 
as a testimony to the unity be- 
tween our countries. 

Such an arrangement would 
create for Japan a situation very 
different from that of the Repub- 
lic of Korea prior to June 1950. 
The United States had withdrawn 
its armed forces from Korea and 
it has no _ responsibility there 
other than as a member of the 
United Nations. The United Na- 
tions had never made it clear that 
an attack by North Koreans on 
the Republic of Korea would lead 
to an invoking of the immense 
power that was available to strike 
at the roots of aggression. 

The aggressors were tempted by 
the probability that the reaction 
to their attack would be localized, 
so as to give the aggressor every 
advantage and so as to subject the 
defenders to every disadvantage. 
Thus, the deterrent of powerful 
,counter-attack was wholly lacking. 

If, however, there were in 
Japan the conditions I suggest, 
no aggressor could rely u en- 
joying what Gen. MacArthur has 
well called a “privileged sanctu- 
ary.” Then an armed aggressor 
would be subjected to a striking 
power, the immensity of which de- 
fies imagination. 

The United States produces 
many times as much steel, oil, 
aluminum and electric power as 
does any other nation. We are 


now turning much of that into 


actual military rower, be -vse we 
are not sure that those with ag- 
gressive intent respect any other 
form of power. Other free people 
are doing the same. 


No Militaristic Aims. 


You will have noted that the 
security program we outline does 
not require that the Japanese na- 
tion should become _ militaristic 
and create such land, sea and 


‘naval forces as tempted Japan 
down the road to destruction. 


Against that, the ew Japan has 
its face. The ‘rogram 


‘right of individual or eo''*ctive 
self-defense” shall be so imple- 
“armed force shall 
not be used, save in the common 
interest.” In that way, there can 
‘be security and peace in Japan. 

There will be need for patience 


‘promise or words of repression. 
A peace settlement cannot use- | 
fully attempt to dictate the fu-/| 
ture. It can, at best, create con- | 
ditions which will make likely the | 
good future that is sought. 

To find those conditions is the 
purpose of the exploratory talks} 
upon which we are now engaged 
here at Tokyo, following similar | 
talks with the Allied nations | 
which are principally concerned. 

It is still too soon to prophesy | 
the final outcome. There will | 
probably be disappointments and | 
what, to some, may seem injus- | 
tices. It is never possible to put 
into effect iofty principles for the | 
future without some compromise | 
with existing realities created by | 
the past. 

Opportunity for Japan. 


We can, however, already say | 
that we seek a peace which will 
afford Japan opportunity to pro- 
tect her by her own efforts the | 
integrity of the full sovereignty | 
which peace will have restored; 
opportunity to share in collective | 
security against direct aggression: 
opportunity to raise her standard 
of living by the inventiveness and 
industry of her people; and op- | 
portunity to achive moral stature | 
and respected leadership through | 
the force of good example. | 

These are the opportunities | 
which we shall seek to create 
through a peace which will re- | 
flect a feeling by the victors that | 
Japan is now a nation to be trust- 
ed. There are still in some re- | 
spects, understandable reserva- | 
tions. But confidence has grown | 
during the period since surrender | 
as the Japanese people, respond- 
ing to the just policies of the 
supreme commander, have loyally 
fulfilled the surrender terms. It 
is upon that solid foundation of 
justice and loyalty that we plan 
to build our peace—a peace of 
trust and opportunity. |

Leadership or Slavery? 


It was in the broadest possible terms that 
Gen. Eisenhower reported to Congress. He did 
not speak of men or guns or francs which are 
being or will be devoted to the common defense. 
He did not—indeed he could not at this early 
stage—tell Congressmen exactly how much more 
Belgium must produce to. match the United 
States in this respect, how much the United 
States must do to match Norway in that. 

The new international cammander‘spoke of the 
most important things of afl: Rather than the 
minutiae, he discussed the’ fundamentals—mo- 
rale, the defense of freedom, the problems of 
individual human beings. It was well:that he 
did, for there was grave danger that the citizens 
of the free world were losing sight. of their 
basic, common purposes in an argument over_a 
welter of detail. | 

Nowhere, unfortunately, has this been more 
true than in the United States. Here Gen. 
Eisenhower cut through the rank mundergrowth 
to. pose the fundamental question Americans 
must answer. Are we prepared to assume the 
responsibilities of leadership to, protect that 
very strength which has made us the leaders of 
the free world? 

It would seem that only to ask that question is 
to answer it with a ringing yes. For we do be- 
lieve in America, we do value our freedom. our 
standard of living, our methods and habits of 
thought and action. 

In Gen. Eisenhower’s words: 


There is no acceptable alternative, be- 
cause standing alone and isolated in a world 
otherwise completely dominated by Commu- 
nism, our system would have to wither’ 
away. We would suffer economic atrophy 
and then finally collapse. 

As the General pointed out, America must 


adjust itself to this new position of leadership. 
The United States must have faith in both itself 
and its allies, and patience. We cannot “afford 
to look over our shoulders with a suspicious 
thought that our friend is not doing as much as 
we are. We must by example inspire and insist, 
and get everybody to do his maximum, and. the 
fullness of his performance will be limited by 
his capacity only.” 

There were many other essential truths in the 
speech which every citizen should mark well: 


The Western European complex is so im- 
portant to our future that we cannot afford 
to do less than owr best in making sure that 
it does not go down the drain.... 

The United States should not be made an 
Atlas to carry the load on its shoulder... . 

This strength of ours will inspire the 
growth of still other power and multiply 
every single effort that can be made on the 
part of our friends. ... 

What we are trying to do cannot honestly — 
be considered by any other nation as a 
threat to its existence. 

Gen. Eisenhower touched on other matters 


which showed a deep awareness of the job con- 
fronting the United States and the free world. 
He pointed out that we must devise a plan we 
can support for a generation, if necessary; that 
with all possible speed we must send equipment 
to Western Europe; that West German rearma- 
ment is dependent upon giving West Germans 
equality of status in the world. 

To the defeatists in both West Europe and the 
United States, Gen. Eisenhower reported a 
growth of a determination to resist and to live 
the lives of free men. He pointed out that those 
who think the task hopeless are consciously or 
unconsciously helping the enemy. 

But it was for its concentration on the essen- 
tials that Gen. Eisenhower’s report is particu- 
larly valuable. None of the essentials in it is 
more important for Americans to remember 
than: 

“The cost of peace is going to be a sacrifice, 
a very great sacrifice individually and nationally. 
But total war is tragedy, it is probably the sui- 
cide of our civilization.”

Now that the Army Records Center is to re- 
main here, Mayor Darst says he will support 
a tax subsidy for the Westchester Heights proj- 
ect. The Army would construct two buildings 
on part of the project site, and 12-story 
apartments would be built on the rest by an 
urban redevelopment corporation organized by 
Bernard H. Tureen. 

We are happy that the Records Center will 
remain here, but it is a little hard to follow 
the Mayor’s reasoning that therefore Mr. 
Tureen and his group should be granted a 
tax subsidy on 2000 apartments that could 
amount to $360,000 a year for 10 years. 

We say nothing about the desirability of the 
housing. Of course it is desirable. Of course 
it is particularly desirable to build middle- 
income housing designed to rent at around $70 
a month, as Mr. Tureen says he wants to do. 
It may even be true that $70-a-month apart- 
ments cannot be built without some sort of tax 
subsidy as provided by Missouri’s urban re- 
development law. 

All this has nothing to do with the main 
question, which is: What does Mr. Tureen ex- 
pect to. give the community in exchange for 
the community’s giving him a 25-year tax limi- 
tation that would run into big money? 

Mr. Tureen says he will give the community 
a fine housing development with apartments at 
$70 a month. A worthy purpose. But whq says 
Mr. Tureen will do what he says he will do? 

The fact is that if the Board of Aldermen and 
Mayor Darst authorize Mr. Tureen to proceed 
under the urban redevelopment law there will 
be no real assurance that rents will be limited 
to $70 a month or that the promoters’ profits 
will be limited to a reasonable amount—unless 
the Aldermen and the Mayor require such as- 
surance as part of the deal. They have made 
no move to do so yet. 

The state law nominally limits net. earnings 
of urban redevelopment corporations to 8 per 
cent. But there is a gimmick. Earnings are 
limited to 8 per cent of the total cost of the 
project, not 8 per cent of the promoters’ in- 
‘vestment. 

Mr. Tureen and his associates plan to put 
up only one-tenth of the cost themselves; the 
rest they would borrow on a mortgage. Sup- 
pose the project costs $10,000 per apartment. 
Under the state law Mr. Tureen & Co. could 
legally collect each year net earnings of 8 per 
cent on $10,000, or $800 for each apartment. 
This would represent a yiel@ of 80 per cent, 
not 8 per cent, on their own investment of. 
$1000 for each apartment. 

What this means is that so far as the law 


is concerned the sky would be Mr. Tureen’s 
limit on rents. He could charge what the traf- 
fic would bear. The community would give 
him a fat tax exemption, and he would give 
the community a rosy promise. 


We cannot think this is a smart deal for the 


city to make. We cannot believe that Mr. 
Tureen should be granted a tax subsidy unless 
the city in return adopts an ordinance limiting 
earnings on his coporation’s actual investment. 
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Wayne Morse vs. Robert Taft 
It would be hard to conceive of much greater 
divergence on foreign policy than is presented 
by two United States Senators who were re- 
elected last November on the Republican ticket. 
The Senators are Taft. of Ohio and Morse of 


’. Oregon and the divergence includes approach 


as ‘well as substance. 

Senator Taft says that the Republican party 
“must meet head on any truckling (of the Tru- 
man Administration) to Communist sympathiz- 
ers, any appeasement of Russia which is likely 
to lead to more aggression. ... ” 

These words are so lacking in meaning as to 
be unworthy of notice did they not come from 
the man who is supposed to have the inside 
track for the G.O.P. nomination for President 
next year. 

The Truman Administration produced the 
Truman doctrine and the Marshall plan. The 
one is the policy that Communism shall be pre- 
vented from spreading over the free world: the 
other is a means to help Europe stop the spread. 
The Truman Administration put American troops 
into Korea seven months ago; now it has led the 
U.N. in branding Red China as an aggressor. 

Yet a supposedly responsible political leader 
insinuates that the Truman Administration 
truckles to Communist aggression! 

Senator Morse criticizes the executive leader- 
ship in Washington, but he does it with regard 
for the meaning of words. He makes it plain 
that a great revolution is on in Asia, that the 
exploited masses with skins which happen to be 
different in color from ours are on the march 
for a better way of life. He says that we still 
need to learn that the stomachs of hungry men 
must be filled before we can hope to appeal to 
their minds. He sees Europe as the front line 
of American defense, but he would be quick to 
build a power plant in India if that power plant 
would help raise the standards of oppressed peo- 
ples now being misled by vicious Communist 
propaganda. 

Two Republican Senators—yet how different! 
One utters empty words, utterly devoid of con- 
tent. The other has something to say and says 
it with force and conviction. Surely the differ- 
ence is lost on no one. 
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1951: Good Roads Year? 

Missouri has needed better road legislation 
since World War II ended. It has needed a 
higher gasoline tax and equitable truck fees. 
These needs have now been combined in a legis- 
lative program suggested by Gov. Smith and in- 
troduced by Representative Duvall, chairman of 
the House Roads Committee. 

This state has the nation’s lowest gas tax, and 
the levy has not provided enough money to 
maintain a good highway network. The Duvall 
bills would double the 2-cents-a-gallon tax, to let 
the Highway Department begin a modest 10-year 
expansion program. 

This state has the lowest average fees for 
heavy vehicles, and they have not paid their 
fair share of road costs. The bills would in- 
crease truck fees up to 50 per cent. 

This state has a legalistic system of taxing 
trucks by the type of business they do instead of 
by the way they use and damage the roads. 
The bills would put fees on a ten-mile basis. 

In short, the purpose of the Duvall legislation 
is to make those who use the roads pay for 
them, but to provide no more road revenue than 
absolutely necessary. The gas tax, which is a 
kind of use tax, would provide most of the 
money; the truck fees less than a fourth as 
much; and passenger car licenses, to be reduced 
to a flat $7, somewhat more than half what the 
truck fees provide. 

That appears to be a fair ratio, and it is 
equally fair that Mr. Duvall proposes to limit 
the gas tax increase to six years. By that time 
state road bonds will have been paid off and the 
need for the higher tax should be reviewed. _ 

The objectives of the Duvall program have 
grown from years of bitter experience with low 
revenues, inequitable fees and cracking high- 
ways, plus frequent efforts to mix roads with 
politics. Let 1951 be the year for Missouri to 
improve its position as a well-traveled state. 
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A Time for Prudence 

The U.N, Assembly has followed its Political 
Committee in adopting the American resolution 
which brands Communist China as an aggressor. 
The pressures which were behind the first vote 
also carried the second one. And those pres- 
sures, of course, were almost exclusively Ameri- 
can in origin. 

Big as the vote was, the United States could 
not win a major Asian voice to its support on an 
Asian issue. The Russians already are using 
this as further grist for their propaganda mills. 
Soviet Delegate Tsarapkin lost no time in charg- 
ing that the United States does'not want peace 
in Asia, and that the American delegation used 
“all manner of threats, pressure and blackmail” 
to force adoption of the aggression resolution. 

Things, naturally, are not so perversely sim- 
ple. China is an aggressor. More than one 
U.N. delegate has said so in the last few months. 
While some of the votes for saying this formally 
and officially were reluctant, there was rela- 
tively little reluctance so far as moral condem- 
nation of aggression was concerned. The con- 
cern was and continues to be over the practical 
consequences of the declaration. Sir Gladwyn 
Jebb, the British delegate, made this clear again 
when he warned that “sanctions should not be 
applied by this Assembly for a long time.” 

What, then, happens next? Under the Ameri- 
can resolution, a 14-nation Collective Measures 
Committee and a three-nation Good Offices 
Committee are to be set up. The latter, it seems 
to us, ought to be given the greater emphasis. 
This would help to validate’ Senator Austin’s 
contention that the objectives of the resolution 
are pacific. 

We must hope for restraint in Washington. It 
will now be very easy for congressional hecklers 
of the State Department, notably members of 
the China lobby, to demand whether a powerful 
aggressor is to get different treatment than a 
weak aggressor, whether we are to be lenient 


toward China after having been harsh with the 


North Koreans. ; 

What is involved here is not appeasement but 
prudence. Our self-interest and the interest of 
our allies demands that we put first things first, 
that we remember that the most vital concern 


of the West lies in the West, and that, therefore, — 


every effort be made to achieve a viable solu- 
tion in the East by honorable, open-eyed 
negotiation.

In spite of the McCarran Act, the Smith 
Act, the FBI and our whole array of anti- 
Communist laws’ and agencies, the Polit- 
buro of the American Communist Party 
is confident that it can survive. 


Tiny and feeble as the party is, the 
Politburo counts on coming to power—- 
not by popular acceptance, but by a mili- 
tary victory of the Soviet armies. 

Until that time, it counts on keeping 
alive and solvent through a secret and 
elaborate structure 
of capitalist enter- 
prise run by a mys- 
terious stateless per- 
son who for various 
reasons cannot be» 
touched by the law. 

At this stage of 
history the party has 
three objectives: in- 
fluence over public 
opinion and govern- 
ment policy; sabo- 
tage and espionage; 
and maintenance of 
a bureaucracy ready 
to take over the ma-_— potert W. Weiner 
chinery' of _ state 
when the Red Army comes, or the Red 
Air Force has pulverized the country. 


Like the public at large, many rank-and- 
file party members believe that the first 
is the most important. To the Politburo, 
however, it is the least. 

Whatever the setbacks for the party as a 
whole, the Politburo has preserved a care- 
fully contrived pyramid of capitalist enter- 
prise that enables it to live, like the Red 
Army, off the land. 

One man runs the party’s business em- 
pire. 

His name is Robert William Weiner. He 
was born in Russia as Welwel Warszower, 
and entered this country in 1914. In 
1940 he was officially cut off from party 
membership rolls as an alien; then he 
dropped out of sight. 


Copying Free Enterprise 


Weiner’s money-making techniques are 
borrowed from the free-enterprise system 
the party despises. He has set up a group 
of regular commercial enterprises, mostly 
in the Northeastern states. 

These ‘have included a doll factory, a 
sponge company, a shoulder-pad factory 
and a paint factory, a tool-and-die plant, 
a string of export-import houses dealing 
in such items as wristwatches and jewelry, 
real estate agencies, stationery and supply 
stores (including a large one in New 
York), lithographers, a_ steel-processing 
plant, printers, a record company, a Nna- 
tional string of bookshops, and night 
clubs. 

Many of them are small; one of the larg- 


est was a machine shop with 300 employes, 
which thrived on war contracts in the 
Second World War. 

Often they stay in business briefly, and 
then reorganize under another name. 


In addition, there is a string of summer 
camps (estimated at 37) in upper New 
York State, Pennsylvania, New England 
and California, which are either financed 
by Weiner or guaranteed a full house in 
exchange for a cut of the profits. 

Many of these enterprises are pure busi- 
ness undertakings, run by non-Communists 
who receive investment funds from party 
agents disguised as ordinary business men. 
Others are run by party members. 


Some businesses are set up by Weiner 
money; others are existing concerns in 
which he invests through go-betweens. 

The investment is never made by 
Weiner himself. He uses a string of law- 
yers and at least two firms of certified 
public accountants. 


He also uses the C.P.A. firms to milk 
the Communist-led unions. By having the 
party order them to get their auditing 
done by his accountants, he frequently 
turns up evidence of financial irregulari- 
ties. 


The Party’s Wealthy “Angels” 


He uses this to blackmail union leaders 
when they balk against being bled for con- 
tinual contributions. , 

The C.P.A.s also provide excellent cover- 
up on the not infrequent occasions when 
union funds are diverted to party pur- 
poses, without knowledge of the member- 
ship. 

Weiner’s original capital comes from the 
angels—a group of at least nine million- 
aire party sympathizers, some prominent 
in banking and business, others the scions 
of inherited wealth. Sometimes the money 
is a contribution, sometimes a loan. 

Weiner’s financial empire is wholly in- 
dependent; he seems to be accountable to 
no one here for his operations, not exclud- 
ing the Politburo. 

Weiner’s money guarantees maintenance 
to at least 800 party functionaries—the 
paid bureaucracy. 

The Government can’t stop a perfectly 


honest business man from turning an hon- 
est dollar. He was ordered deported last 


May, but according to the Ammigration and . 


Naturalization Service, the order is not 
likely ever to be executed. His native coun- 
try, the Soviet Union, refuses to accept de- 
portees, and France, the nation from which 
he last sailed for America, has also re- 
fused to take him. Moreover, he cannot be 
interned, since Immigration Service phy- 
sicians have said that because of his heart 
condition he would die if jailed.

Between Book Ends 


The Jewish Contribution 


THE HEBREW IMPACT ON WESTERN CIVILIZATION, 
Edited by Dagobert D. Runes. (Philosophical Library, 
New York, 922 pgs., $10.) 

“The Jews have done their share and 
more than their share,” the editor says in 
his preface, “in building the culture of the 
West. They have given of their heritage a 
full measure—to science and literature, 
statesmanship and art. How the Christian 
world has repaid them—I leave that evalu- 
ation to the reader.” 

Seventeen authors have joined in this 
volume to analyze the contribution of 
Jews in the various fields of cultural en- 
deavors. Names of first and lesser orders 
appear in rapid-fire succession, and some- 
times it is amazing facts that come to light. 

It should, however, be understood clear- 
ly—a fact that is not brought out in this 
book anywhere—that the facts compiled in 

this volume consist 

of two layers which 
should be kept apart: 
one is the genuine 
contribution of * the 
Jewish spirit to civil- 
ization, the other is 
the incidental 
achievement of the 
individual, which, if 
any, has only a loose 
connection with its 
racial or religious 
roots.

Runes tracts from, the sci- 
entific value of his theories. It was a 


favorite pastime of the Nazis to figure out 


how much “Jewishness” could be discov- 
ered in Einstein’s work or that of any other 
Jewish creative spirit. But it leads to 
nothing but idle speculation. 

These Jews are the products of their 
cultural environments rather than of a 
purely Jewish heritage (which in many 
cases is negligible, denied, repressed or 
consciously cast away). These writers, sci- 
entists, doctors, lawyers, and so on, in 
their great majority, did not make their 
cultural contribution as Jews to another 
people but as members of the larger com- 
munity into which they had been born or 
which they had adopted for one or the 
other reason. 

The other layer is the influence which, 
in the true sense of the word, is the cul- 
tural gift of a people which is an active 
participant in the give and take of this 
world. It is generally recognized that the 
Bible is one of the basic ingredients of 
western civilization. What it meant to 
early American civilization is discussed in 
the book’s first essay, “Hebraic Founda- 
tions of American Democracy” by Abra- 
ham I. Katsh. 

For the Puritans, the Bible was the 
chief guide for their actions; the Hebrew 
language was considered the mother of all 
languages and was an essential course in 
the curriculum of Harvard and other col- 
leges; biblical ideas definitely shaped 
American ideals; the spirit of the Bible 
pervaded early American législation, and 
the resistance of the early settlers against 
monarchical ideas is based on Moses’s re- 
luctance to give Israel a king, and Samu- 
el’s distaste for monarchy was often the 
starting point for the clergy in advocating 
ngage of the colonies from Eng- 
and. 

The march of the spirit through history 
can only be gauged by the totality of its 
acceptance by other people, not by in- 
dividual achievements, however great they 
may be.

King Peter Offers Division for 
U. S. “Foreign Legion.” 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
Exiled King Peter of Yugoslavia 
has offered to supply “at least 
one division” for a United States 
“foreign legion” in Europe. 

The offer was received by Sen- 
ator Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, who has proposed that 
the United States Army recruit 
1,000,000 foreign anti-Communists 
for service in the North Atlantic 
defense force. Johnson made the 
exiled monarch’s letter public to- 
day. It was sent from Paris. 

Peter fled Yugoslavia ahead of 
the German invasion in World 
War II. A new gevernment set 
up after the war by Communist. 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz de- 
prived him of his nationality and 
title. Since then Tito has broken 
with the Moscow-dominated Com- 
munist nations and turned to the 
West for economic aid. This has 
in no way, however, affected his 
attitude toward the former Yugo- 
slav King. 

Johnson suggested that organi- 
zation of a foreign legion by the 
United States “would make it un- 
necessary to draft either 18-year- 
olds or young fathers.” 

This is the choice claimed by 
some supporters of the Admini- 
stration’s new universal military 
service and training bill which 
would lower the draft age to 18 
and extend service to 27 months.

from areas from which we draw 
the materials that are absolutely 
essential to our existence, our 
way of life. No matter how strong 
we would be in keeping open the 
lines of communication, we must 
always keep open, clearly we must 
always keep open, the areas, keep 
them friendly to us when we need 
their trade. Take such items as 
manganese, copper, uranium. 
Could we possibly think of exist- 
ing without access to them.” 

He continued this thought later 
when he said that “standing alone 
and isolated in a world other- 
wise completely dominated by 
Communism, our system would 
have to wither away—we would 
suffer economic atrophy and then 
finally collapse.” 


He pointed out that in Europe 
and the North American continent 
alone—not counting such supports 
as Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa and South America, 
there are 350,000,000 persons “who 
represent the highest culture man 
has been able to achieve on this 
earth.” 

Answer Bankruptcy Argument. 

After reminding his audience 
of this great production base, he 
answered the Hoover argument 
that the present defense program 
might bankrupt the nation. 

“I believe,” he said, “that al- 
though it is essential to have the 
transfer of certain of our units 
carefully gauged in their ratio to 
what Europe is doing, so that 
there would be a going forward 
together and no one suspicious 
of the other, that while this is 
essential, the great and crying 
need today as I see it is equip- 
ment. That is the preparation 
of armaments and the Air Force, 
and we must do it quickly.” 

“I believe that properly ad- 
justed to this purpose of ours, 
the. purpose of peace and se- 
curity, is our ability to carry it 
forward without insolvency for 
year after year. I believe that, 
within those limits, we must now 
go to the production of equip- 
ment exactly as if we were pre- 
paring for an emergency and 
war.” 

Asks For Patience. 

Eisenhower was more general 
in his approach when he asked 
the assembled Congressmen to 
“exercise a bit of patience” with 
our European Allies. 

“Remember,” he said, “we have 
our own doubts, as individuals, 
and we have our own debates. 
Think how that is multiplied in 
Europe, where there are ten of 
these nations in this (North At- 
lantic) organization and they have 
all the nationalistic factors to in- 
crease the intensity of the de- 
bate. 

“We must have patience with 
our Allies. Some of their prob- 
lems are very, very serious. 
France in trying to carry on the 
war against Communism in Indo- 
china is losing monthly more than 
half of the men they can produce 
as instructors — the instructors 
they need to produce the army in 
France, which they are so desper-

Change is Felt. 

The impact of this changed 
Eisenhower, determined, self- 
denying, strengthened by the 
highest sense of mission, was first 
felt here in Washington. In this 
poisonous city, it is too. easy to 
forget the greatness and the 
promise of America. Without any 
phony talk, by doing no more 
than voice his own faith and de- 
termination, Eisenhower measur- 
ably altered the Washington at- 
mosphere even before his depar- 
ture for Europe. In that short 
interval, the mood grew up here 
that is indicated by the almost 
disproportionate importance at- 
tached to Eisenhower’s report on 
his jourrey. 

Of his journey itself, much has 
already been written. Even so, 
however, the remarkable charac- 
ter of Gen, Eisenhower’s achieve- 
ment in Europe is still not fully 
understood. It is hard to believe 
that any man, traveling at top 
speed from capital to capital, suc- 
cessive confronted in every 
capital with a whole series of 
intensely delicate questions, could 
have managed to avoid any mis- 
take of emphasis or statement at 
any time and in any place. But 
it is the unanimous report that 
Eisenhower managed to do pre- 
cisely this. 

It is even harder to believe that 
any American, going out to rep- 
resent this country in a low ebb 
of faith in American leadership, 
could universally inspire new 
hope and faith and energy of ef- 
fort among our allies. Yet it is 
also the unanimous tTeport that 
Eisenhower accomplished this re-

The Rev. James E. Hoffman, 
executive secretary of the general 
synod of the Reformed Church 
“It’s the best year 
we've ever had.” 

Dr. Jesse M. Bader, of the 
Disciples of Christ, and head of 
the national council’s evangelism 
department: “‘The churches in the 
last few years have made their 
greatest progress in history. Evan- 
gelism was never more healthy, 


right now. This evangelism is 
not the spectacular kind, but it’s 
down in the churches and par- 
ishes.” 

While church leaders applaud 
heightened concern with re- 
ligion, they also note its po- 
tential dangers. 

Since periods of stress, such 
as the present, usually spark 
wider religious inquiry, they 
say, the impulse is often partly 
due to fear, and possibly to 
psychological panic. 

When this motive is great, 
they feel that many persons 
may be driven into erratic and 
unwholesome “fringe expres- 
sions” of religion, such as weird 
cults and mysticism. 

These activities, together with 
a host of strange psychological 
fads and mental-balm theories, 
have become a part of the mod- 
ern scene. 

The hope of church leaders is 
that men’s present search for 
spiritual security can be chan- 
neled into stable areas, without 
extremism. 

“If we make a sound ministry | 
available to the growing sense of 
need,” one churchman said, “then 
there is a real possibility of a 
tremendous upsurge in the basic 
religious life of America.” 

Concrete evidences of such a 
possibility appear on many fronts. 

The interest that religion has 
stirred in purely business circles 
is teflected in the two-year-old, 
country-wide program, “Religion 
in American Life,” which is 
increased work this 


year. 
Backed by the _ advertising 


council, public service agency of 


ing men, the program embraces 
all faiths. Last year, it put out 
hundreds of radio _ broadcasts, 
8000 newspaper advertisements 
and 94,000 bus and trolley cards 
to promote religion. It set up 
5000 billboards across the nation, 
saying: “Take your problems to 
church this week. Millions leave 
them there.” 

“The program is unique, the 
first time American business has 
done anything like it,” said its 
national director, the Rev. Earle 
B. Pleasant. “It evidences a 
growing interest in religion.and 
the spiritual values of life the 
like of which have not known 
for a long time.” 

On college campuses, spiritual 
matters are drawing more notice. 
In the last year, interfaith evan- 
gelistic meetings were held at 48 
universities and colleges, most of 
them attracting overflow crowds. 


Although there are no tang- 
ible indications that students 
are more pious, it appears that 
religion is getting more con- 
sideration in dormitory “bull 
sessions.” 

Consensus of churchmen is 
that a once-modish inclination 
of dents to dismiss religion 
as old-fashioned and unscienti- 
fic has given away to a more 
opeh-minded attitude. 

As a result, many colleges 
have broadened religious cours- 
es and some in recent years . 
have set up new departments 
in this field.

Other Successful Evangelists. 

Others have had similar suc- 
cess. Anglican Minister Brian 
Green of England has drawn 
huge crowds in appearances .in 
Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Houston, New York and other 
cities. 

Methodist Evangelist E. Stanley 
Jones, who usually spends half 
of each year in India, switched 
his plans last year to devote a 
full 12 months to preaching in 
the United States.

“Only the cream of 
the crop is picked,” he said. The 
United Lutherans expect 170 
spring graduates, compared to a 
usual class of 90 to 105. 

Some denominations, like the 
Missouri Synod of the Lutheran 
Church, have purchased apart- 
ment buildings and improvised 
facilities to accommodate over- 
flow seminary classes. 

The Episcopal Church last year 
ordained 240 new priests, an in- 
crease of 43.71 per cent over the 
previous figure. 

Elbert M. Conover, director of 
the Interdenominational Bureau 
of Architecture, said church con- 
struction in the past year has sur- 
passed any previous period in his- 


tory. 

He estimated $200,000,000 in 
new churches and additions went 
up in the past year, with another 
billion dollars worth in the plan- 
ning stage. 

At Hillsdale, Mich., Dr. Harry 
S. Myers, secretary of the Na- 
tional Council’s stewardship de- 
partment, said the amount of 
church contributions has risen 
steadily since 1936, and last 
year topped the billion-dollar 
mark for 48 denominations for 
the first time. 

The average per-capita year- 
ly contribution by members 
last year was $30.58, compared 
to $27.43 for 1949. « 

The upswing in religious in- 
terest, in some ways, compares 
with the spectacular revivals 
just before the turn of the cen- 
tury, when the proportion of 
the population belonging to 
churches increased from 19.9 
_per cent in 1880 to 34.7 per 
cent in 1900. 

In the p t corresponding 
period, the proportion has 
climbed from 42.7 per cent to 
54.2 per cent. The gain in ac- 
tual numbers, about 30,000,000, 
is almost twice that of the pre- 
vious 20-year period. 

Total United States church 
_membership last year stood at 
81,862,328, including Protest-

Truman Expected to Back Pro- 
posal to Give Grain to India. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (UP)— 

President Truman is expected to 

approve a State Department pro- 

posal later this week asking 

Congress to give India 2,000,000 

tons of grain with no political 

strings attached, informed sources 
said last night. 

These sources said Truman 
probably will indorse the State 
Department plan to give India a 
$200,000,000 grant with which to 
buy grain here on two grounds. 

They said those behind the 
proposed grant say giving it with- 
out reservations would sérve the 
humanitarian purpose of staving 
off famine in India. And they 
argue it would make powerful 
anti-Communist propaganda 
abroad if the United States makes 
the grant despite the known ani- 
mosity in Congress to Indian 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru’s views on the Korean 
situation. 

Nehru consistently opposed the 
United States resolution — now 
adopted by the United Nations 
General Assembly—to brand the 
Chinese Communists as aggres- 
sors in Korea. This has arouged 
considerable resentment in Con- 
gress. 

While many Congressmen ére 
angry at Nehru for his stand, 
others favor a gift of graim to 
India on “humanitarian” grounds.

Rich Irish Humor 


U’LL have to go far—probably rack to Ireland, anyway 

—to find a more heart-warming comedy than “SAINTS 

AND SINNERS,” a chronicle of the frailties of a bunch 
of colorful characters in an Irish village, which opens to- 

morrow at the ART THEATER. . Deftly 
directed by Leslie Arliss f-om a story by 
Paul Vincent Carroll (of “Shadow and Sub- 
stance” fame) and full of sharr, succulently 
flavorous characterizations by the Abbey 
Players, it has a richness, tang and wisdom 
to its humor that penetrates far deeper than 
the average comedy of gags or situations. 

It has a young man returning to his village to try to 
prove he did not steal the funds for the church bell, for which 
he had been sent to jail. He finds a great many of his old 
friends treating him with sanctimonious scorn, and his girl 
engaged to the local bank manager. The few who are nice 
to him are the village priest, a dry, kindly cancn; 4 drunken 
lawyer; the beautiful blonde English mistress of a rich Amer- 
ican come back to visit his birthplace, and a garrulous old 
woman. This crone’s correct prediction of the outcome of a 
horse race gives her local standing as a seeress, and when, on 
her supposed deathbed, she blathers that the wcrld will come 
to an end at the next Angelus bell, the villagers, to the dis- 
gust of the canon, take it seriously. In great terror, one 
after another publicly confesses his petty cheating and frauds, 
and one even the theft of the money for which the lad was 
sent to prison, so that in the end it appears that the despised 
jail-bird is one of the few honest men in the lot. 

The satire is gentle and amusing. Carroll's story views 
the foible and peccadillos of his folk with tongue in cheek, 
and there is a compassion in the ending which makes it quite 
moving. “Saints and Sinners” has a quality rare in movies— 
charm. Michael Dolin gives a wonderfully shrewd and appeal- 
ing performance as the canon. Kieron Mocre does an in- 
telligent job of the hero. Marie O'Neil makes a merry crone. 
Tom Dillon gives a devastating portrayal of a blatantly sen- 
timental and crass emigrant to New Yvrk, who returns flaunt- 

‘ing his wealth and vowing great sorrow over his departed 
mother, whom, it turns out, he allowed to live in poverty 
and never bothered to visit. Christine Norden and Sheila 
Manahan are the girls involved.

Most of 
the jokes, as might be expected, center 
around Army paper work and the amorous 
escapades of a first sergeant and a slick 
rival, with a plot no more complicated than 
a search to find the man in the company

ly described as expecting. 

Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis find the play pretty useful 
as a vehicle for Martin’s nonchalant sex appeal and crooning 
as the top kick and Lewis's simian antics as the company sad 
sack. Dean, in doing an imitation of Bing Crosby, really 
‘.doesn’t have to change his singing style a bit. The boys lean 
too much on their night-club routines to pad out the film, but 
Lewis does get in some funny visual comedy, such as a dis- 
astrous afternoon on the obstacle course and a female im- 
personation which is much more hilarious than those things 
usually are. One of the more amusing recurring gags is the 
fact that the captain’s wife, through the busy circle of officers’ 
wives, knows far more about what’s going on in the regi- 
ment than he does. 


Torpedoes and Torpor 


When Submarine Skipper John Wayne and his boat, the 
Thunderfish, are in action in “OPERATI°N P..CIFIC,” at the 
FOX, it is thrilling and fascinating stuff. But when the 
Thunderfish puts back to Pearl Harbor and John becomes in- 

volved in an attempt to rewin his divorced 
wife, represented by Patricia Neal, things be- 
come exceedingly dull. The reasons for the 
split-up are too vague for the spectator to 
grasp, and Patricia continually postpones the 
eventual happy clinch by being unable to 
make up her mind. Why, in view of Miss 
Neal’s icy screen personality, John should 
have bothered, escapes me. 

There is an injection of stock comedy in the bedraggled 
morning-after in jail for the sub’s crew after wrecking a hula 
saloon, but it’s only a pale carbon of the same thing, much 
more hilariously done, in “Mister Roberts.” Coincidence is 
stretched as long as the great circle route across the Pacific 
when the sub commander finds his rival in love, a Navy 
aviator, shot down and floating on a raft, and rescues him.

him. Ann Sheridan and Dennis O’Keefe are in it.

CTORS live in a queer sort of

I had been at the same 
place for 16 years; it’s healthy 
sometimes to make a change. 

I’m going to try my fortune 
now in radio and on television, 
and I hope to appear soon on the 
Broadway musical stage. I find 
I’m acquiring a certain philosophy 
and that, I think, is the one thing 
I’ve needed above all others. 

Nobody can wipe out his mis- 
takes; you can only learn from 
them and go on from there. And

HYDE PARK. 
HAVE come to the conclusion 
| that the nation as a whole has 
a very short memory. A num- 
ber of people lately have asked 
me how we happened to be in Ko- 
rea and why did the President 
start the war there: These seem 
to me almost impossible questions. 
Anyone remembering back to 
the last war should know that the 
Japanese occupied Korea and 
when we conquered Japan, we 
took the country over from them. 
They should also remember that 
Russia came into the war as our 
ally against Japan some months 
earlier than had been expected. 
It was originally understood at 
Yalta that the Soviets could not 
fight on two fronts, but would 
come in just as soon as the war 
in Europe ended. Instead of that 
they came in ahead of schedule, 
perhaps because they felt they 
must guard their Asiatic interests. 
In any case, when we took over 
Korea, * Russia quite naturally 
claimed a part of the responsibil- 
ity and an arbitrary line was set 
up — the thirty-eighth parallel. 
North of that was Soviet responsi- 
bility, south of that was ours. 


THE UNITED NATIONS was 
asked by us to supervise a free 
election in South Korea. Syng- 
man Rhee, while out of the coun- 
try during the Japanese occupa- 
tion, had been constantly agitat- 
ing for Korean freedom. — Since 
this was the first. election par- 
ticipated in by the Korean peo- 
ple, it is perhaps understandable 
that they voted for this man 
whom they considered the leader 
for Korean independence. 

On the other hand, the Soviets 
refused to allow any interference 
and set about militarizing the 
North Koreans. When they were 
ready, they invaded South Korea. 
The South Koreans resisted. Im- 
mediately our President asked the 
United Nations to take action. It 
did so promptly, and the call 
went out for volunteers to en- 
force the U.N. stand against ag- 
gression.

Playing Canasta to Win

OST people judge others by 
Miteic own standards. So, if 

you don’t watch the byplay of 
the Canasta table too closely, per- 
haps you believe that no one else 
at the table does either. In this 
you would be greatly mistaken. 
Some people are just naturally 
observant; others may be so eager 
for their own turn that they 
watch with avidity everything you 
do. And they cannot fail to have 
observed that most people ar- 
range their hands somewhat like 
the one shown here: 


It is fairly late in the hand and 
there are several melds already 
made. For some reason you de- 
cide to add your three queens to 
the melds your side has put on 
the table. So you lift them out of 
your hand, leaving a one-card 
straggler over on the left-hand 
side of the hole from which you 
removed the queens. 

Now it is perfectly natural for 
all the other players to be watch- 
ing the one whose turn it is. So 
at least one of the others will 
have “observed where you took

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the queens from and the fact that 
you left just one card to the left 
of them. And if he has played 
with you for any length of time, 
he will also have observed that 
you arrange your cards in de- 
scending order, from left to right, 
with the wild cards on the left. 
(Some people invariably put their 
wild cards on the right: others 
put all their matched cards in 
one corner of their hand and 
leave their unmatched cards in 
the other corner. But, sooner or 
later, the observant player gains 
a little information that you are 
giving him just because you are 
a lazy creature of habit.) 


Anyway, this player now knows 
that you don’t have a pair higher 
than the queen rank; in fact, that 
you have either one wild card 
and no ace or king, or an ace or 
king and no wild card. Perhaps 
it isn’t nice of him to know it, 
but he knows it; and if he is de- 
ciding between throwing you a 
nine or an ace or king, for ex- 
ample, he may let that informa- 
tion influence his “guess.” 


What can you do about it? Mix 
up your arrangements once in a 
while. It isn’t necessary to keep 
your cards helter-skelter. But you 
can pick up your hand upside 
down (fanning it from left to 
right instead of right to left) and 
change the order of things with- 
out disturbing your orderliness. 

Question: Can the new three- 
pack game of Samba be played 
two-hand?

‘Attacking Worry

N these perilous times, many of you find it harder and 
Joaraer to escape a heavy burden of anxiety, of chronic 
worry. Is there any solution for chronic worry? 

Perhaps an answer lies in a return to the “So what?” atti- 
tude. William James first proposed such an attitude under 
the long name of pragmatism. James was an outstanding 
American psychologist of the nineteenth century. 

The idea is to test your thinking by asking the question, 
“What can be done about it?” In other words, “So what?” 
If you are stewing around about the international situation, 
you can work up a first class case of the jitters simply be- 
cause you feel so helpless.

A WAY TO BANISH such mental indigestion is to pin 
yourself down and ask, “What action can I take about it? What 
ean I do?” 
are only six things a private citizen can do. You can work 
harder and produce more; keep informed and keep your head; 
vote in any election which secures you government representa- 
tives; work with your community and country for defense and 
the common good; write your views to your, Congressman, 
newspaper or magazine, and pray. These are all that you can 
do, individually. Pragmatism then would dictate that you take 
such action and, realizing that further jitteriness won’t lead 
you to further action, to dismiss the vague fears as impractical. 

Or suppose you worry about the possibility of having 
eancer. This worry is valuable to you only as it will take you 
to your doctor. Having taken this step, further worry is of 
no use. 

Modified pragmatism then would lead you to question 
the consequences of your worries, your anxieties, and then do 
whatever you can. Having done it, further worry is just plain 
impractical—it won't do any good.

Austrian Inventor 
Now a St. Louisan

HE first time you meet Friedrich von Doblhoff you're apt to be a little startled. 
He is a tall, slender gent with a high forehead, the kind of thin, long nose some- 
times associated with aristocracy, and a soft voice that makes his slight German 


accent sound almost melodious. 


smile of modernistic painter starving for his art. 


This handsome, casually dressed 
figure is indeed the scion of a 
long line of noblemen. In the 
Eighteenth Century, one of his 
forebears served Empress Maria 
Theresa of Austria as official 
guardian of the court morals. But 
the artistic talents of the present 
Doblhoff are neither abstract nor 
unremunerative. He invented the 
world’s only jet-propelled heli- 
copter, rose to a key spot in the 
German industrial machine of 
World War II and is now em- 
ployed as a “creative engineer” 
at the, McDonnell Aircraft Corp. 
plant at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 


The story of Doblhoff’s odys- 
sey really goes back to 1940 when 
the Wehrmacht’s Vienna draft 
board began expressing interest 
in his future. Then 23 years old, 
Doblhoff had graduated in me- 
chanical engineering the year 
before and become assistant su- 
pervisor in the repair department 
of the Wiener-Neustaedter Flug- 
zeuwerke, a large plane manufac- 
turer. Soon after the war broke 
out he was in charge of: esti- 
mating the time, materials and 
money needed to repair Luftwaffe 
bombers which had been shot up 
by the Allies: Still, the draft 
board didn’t think he was doing 
all he should for Hitler’s war 
effort. It felt he ought to put 
on a uniform and fight. 


Doblhoff found this idea discon- 
certing and began stalling the 
German army off. The tug-of-war 
between his company and the 
draft board rose to such intensity 
that one ay a detachment of 
police was dispatched to the plant 
to arrest him. The factory guards 
were instructed not to admit the 
cops on the somewhat legalistic 
grounds that they had no security 
passes. For three days the offi- 
cers were held at bay while their 
intended victim slept in his of- 
fice each night. 


“I decided the only way to keep 
out was to invent something,” 
Doblhoff recalls, “and so I got 
out drawings of a jet helicopter 
I’d been playing with in school. 
I thought it was ideal because it 
seemed important and yet not so 
important that the big boys would 
want to take it over.” 
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EVELOPMENT of the heli- 

copter plans began but stopped 

almost immediately because 
Nazi industry was no longer al- 
lowed to use its own funds to 
further new inventions. Experi- 
mental projects were financed ex- 
clusively by the German govern- 
ment and Doblhoff’s boss didn’t 
think Herrmann Goering was in- 
terested in helicopters. 


The young engineer, with the 
draft board still breathing heavily 
down his slender neck, journeyed 
to Berlin. At the Air Ministry 
he was ushered in to see a Herr 
Antz, the administrator in charge 
of helicopters. Antz looked over 
the plans, sat down at his own 
typewriter and pecked out a let- 
ter of authority which kept Dobl- 
hoff safely out of uniform 
throughout the war. 


“It seems funny how this fel- 
low wrote out the letter,” he ob- 
serves. “When we go to Wash- 
ington now you have to go to 26 
different agencies to get one 
stamp on a contract.” He doesn’t 
say this in a critical spirit. It’s 
just that after four years of hush- 
hush work for Uncle Sam he is 
in the unusual position of being 
able to compare authoritatively 
the weaknesses of two sets of 
bureaucrats. 


Between 1940 and 1945 Dodl- 
hoff built four experimental mod- 
els of his revolutionary helicop- 
ter. The first one didn’t work too 
well. The second one was de- 
stroyed in an eight-minute raid 
during 1943 when an .Allied air 
armada powderized every build- 
ing of his plant, causing 12 per 
cent casualties. Many of them 
unhappily were displaced persons 
and French prisoners of war who 
had been drafted for war jobs. 


After the raid, Doblhoff moved 
his crew to another plant of the 
same company in a small village 
in eastern Austria. There they 
built a third model. It flew, all 
right, and Doblhoff, though no 


licensed pilot, used to take it UPA os officer. 


himself. But evidently there was 


showing how Austria was going 
to be divided up into occupa- 
tion zones,” Doblhoff says. “We 
were going to be in the Russian 
zone. So I said the helicopter had 
to be tested in the mountains and 
there were no mountains in the 
east. So we had to move west.” 

Doblhoff, his Polish-born wife, 
Ute, and their son Alexander 
packed up and moved to Zell 
am See, a mountain resort. Their 
clothes came on the railroad box- 
car containing the helicopter. The 
train was strafed’ and Doblhoff 
still owns a suit with 16 holes. 
But it wasn’t long before V-E 
day and the arrival of Allen 
Goodloe, commanding officer of 
the town’s American Military 
Government detachment. Good- 
loe, a St. Louis lawyer, now is 
assistant United States Attorney 
here. 

Goodloe needed an interpreter 
and Doblhoff spoke English be- 
cause he had had an English gov- 
erness as a youngster. The engi- 
neer turned out to be a handy 
man to have around a Military 
Government office. When Good- 
loe worked on ways to clear a 
snow-clogged mountain road to 
bring in food for the villagers he 
and Doblhoff ran into an ancient 
abandoned snow plow. Doblhoff 
had it running in practically no 
time. 

He remembers how he told his 
boss about the helicopter he had 
stashed away, but in the early 
days of the occupation nobody 
seemed to have time for helicop- 
ters. Not, that is, until they 
found records of the ‘copter pro- 
ject of Berlin and sent down Col. 
Charles Lindbergh to have a look 
at the model. 

Doblhoff was out of town the 
day the famous flyer. came to 
Zell am See. He still doesn’t 
know what Lindbergh thought of 
his handiwork, but presumably 
the noted American could tell 
that the jet job was lighter than 
ordinary models, needed far less 
material for construction and 
cost only about half as much. 
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OT long after “Lindy” came 
Nthrough: four dust-caked Air 

Force colonels leaped off a jeep 
on the main street, asked about 
the model and had it carted off. 
By now the British and French 
were clamoring for Doblhoff’s 
services. He sold them some of 
the helicopter patents and some 
of his helpers signed contracts 
to go to work in London and in 
Paris. Doblhoff stayed behind un- 
til an American lieutenant called 
on him and asked whether he 
would like to come along on 
“Operation Paper Clip,” the War 
Department’s then _ super-secret 
project of bringing to this coun- 
try several hundred top German 
scientists. 

“Do I have to go?” Doblhoff 
asked the lieutenant. 

“Absolutely not.”

Doblhoff’s wife, paid in Austrian 
schillings. 

In the course of having his rec- 
ord checked (Doblhoff was not a 
member of the Nazi party or its 
various echelons) he had the un- 
usual experience of being invited 
to read his own Gestapo file. It 
contained a complete record of all 
the business trips he had taken 
since leaving college and all the 
parties he had attended. At some 
of the social gatherings there 
seemed to be an extra pair of ears 
present for the Gestapo file even 
had a verbatim quotation of a 
political remark Doblhoff had 
made before the war to an Amer- 
ican girl while whirling her about 
on a dance floor. Doblhoff is 
still pensive about how this indis- 
cretion came to the attention of 
the secret police. 

In May 1946, he arrived at 
Wright Field in Dayton and, with 
about 250 other German and Aus- 
trian scientists, some 250 tons of 
their old records and 5000 tons 
of Nazi equipment, went to work 
for the Air Force. During his en- 
tire Government employment 
Doblhoff’s mail was censored and 
at first the Germans could not 


even leave the military post. After : 


a while the restrictions gradually 
fell away. In time the Germans 
were even permitted to live in 
town. 

Nevertheless, Doblhoff says that 
not all of his co-workers were 
wholly happy. Quite a few had 
been big shots in the Nazi party 
and many in this group were 
undoubtedly stung by the stigma 
of near-treason placed on them 
by former colleagues in Germany. 
Some felt that the Americans who 
were checking their work looked 
down on the Germans as second 
class people. 

Still more had to be sent back 
for a variety of reasons, including 
one who had made the trip just 
for the ride. Somehow he had 
convinced American investigators 
in Germany that he had done se- 
cret work on airplanes. In fact, 
it had been so secret that nobody 
could find out anything about it. 
When he arrived in Dayton, this 
character burst out laughing and 
confided he had never even flown 
in a plane. 
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HE biggest source of dissatis- 

faction among the colony of 

German scientists was that 
while the Air Force eventually 
paid them fairly well ($6000 a 
year is average, Doblhoff says) 
they were being offered far high- 
er salaries to work in American 
private industry. Doblhoff knows 
of only five or six men besides 
himself who were allowed to 
break their contract with the Air 
Force and go to work in industry. 

Because of his record, his en- 
gaging personality and his com- 
mand of English, Doblhoff got 
around a good deal even before 
his release from the Air Force. 
For nearly a year and a half he 
traveled from one plane plant to 
the other throughout the coun- 
try. Several times he came to 
McDonnell and during one St. 
Louis visit he was able to attend 
the wedding of Allen Goodloe, his 
first American boss. 

When the Government agreed 
to let him go it was understood 
that he could take out his first 
citizenship papers (itll be another 
two years before they become 
final) and bring over his family. 
This long-awaited step entailed 
one slight complication that dem- 
onstrated to Doblhoff once again 
the lengths to which Americans 
will go to keep within the letter 
of the law. 

“It seems that even while the 
Government brought me over 
here I was actually in this coun- 
try illegally and had to be de- 
ported,” he relates. “To do this 
an Air Force lieutenant took me 
to the Rainbow Bridge in Niag- 
ara Falls, N.Y. I walked across 
the bridge into the American con- 


A 


sulate on the Canadian side 
where an immigration visa was 
waiting for me. Then I walked 
back. I had had to do the same 
thing later with my wife and my 
mother-in-law.”

T.McDonnell, the now 34-year- 
old Austrian nobleman has be- 
come known as just plain Fred 
and accepted as a regular Joe 
among engineers with less spec- 
tacular backgrounds. His wife is 
getting adjusted to the bewilder- 
ing array of gadgets American 
housewives use to administer 
their homes. Last fall she under- 
took her first civic duty as a can-

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munity Chest. In case of another 
war she hopes to go into nursing, 
but meanwhile she is busy bring- 
ing up Alexander, 7, and the 10- 
month old Peter who is the only 
native-born American and hence 
the only citizen in the family. 
Recently the Doblhoffs bought a 
house at 6633 Waterman avenue. 

Fred has been most amazed in 
this country by what he calls 
“the absence of social tension.” 
This first struck him when he had 
barely gotten off the boat and 
was stationed briefly in an Army 
camp near Washington. In front 
of camp headquarters one day he 
noticed an enormous limousine. 
This, he thought, must be the 
general’s car. He circled it re- 
spectfully, taking note of its sup- 
er-modern features with an engi- 
neer’s critical eye. Finally he 
asked a G.I. who the big shot 
might be who rode around in 
this gleaming wagon. The G.I. 
pointed to a. carpenter in over- 
alls who was banging away on 
some nearby woodwork. 

“It belongs to the guy over 
there,” the G.I. said with a shrug 
in the direction of the carpenter. 

Doblhoff remembers that he 
couldn’t get over the shock for 
three days.

As he explained later, ‘East’s 
double of four diamonds was 
based on the hope of discouraging 
the enemy and keeping them out 
of a slam contract, but the double 
not only failed in this respect—it 
also had a most unfortunate re- 
percussion on West’s choice of 
opening leads. Presumably, East 
could only stand a diamond open- 
ing, and so West dutifully led the 
diamond deuce. This, obviously 
enough, gave declarer no trouble! 
He quickly drew trumps, and the 
only trick going to the defenders 
was the ace of spades. 

Doubles based on the hope of 
keeping the enemy out of a slam 
are frequently used by good play- 
ers, and, when the conditions are 
just right, they have a fair chance 
for success. In this case, how- 
ever, the conditions were decided- 
ly not right for East to double the 
four-diamond cue-bid! The great 
flaw in this action was East’s pos- 
session of a singleton in his part- 
ner’s spade suit. True, there was 
no assurance that West’s suit was 
headed by the ace, nor that, even 
if it was, West would open the 
suit and give East a ruff, but cer- 
tainly East should have done 
nothing to inhibit a spade open- 
ing! As a matter of fact if East 
had maintained a discreet silence 
until the enemy reached six clubs 
and then risked a double of that 
contract, West, a shrewd player, 
might well have seen the light 
and opened the ace and another 
spade.
